Professor Bayley Butler asked if members 
of the public were allowed to interfere with 
and interrupt the business of the Council. 

THE COUNCIL'S RRESPONDENCE. 

The Chairman said that that was an im- 
portant point, and one that ought to be 
cleared up, for it seemed to him that no rate- 
payer present at the meeting was entitled to 
correspond with any member of that Counci! 

Continuing the Chairman referred to 
another matter that had been brought to his 
notice. He said that he did not think that 
the public had any right to see anv 
correspondence of the Council at any time 
until after it had been approved by him 

Miss Keegan said that it was in the Public 
Bodies Act that the ratepayers were entitled 
to si k any of the correspondence that they 
aesired, 

Mr. B. J. Newcombe held that the business 
that they transacted there was public business 
on behalf of the r yers, who had elected 
the members of the Council to sit there and 
form that Council to transact their business 
and look after their interests. So far as he 
was concerned he thought that every minute, 
letter and document, and every scratch of a 
pen that was ever made by that Council could 
be broadcast. There was a reasonable objec- 
tion in the fact that the Clerk of the Council 
was practically overwhelmed with work. He 
had had just recently to fill up 500 columns 
for the Greater Dublin Commission. 

The Chairman—Which took him the best 
part of a fortnight. 

Miss Keegan—You are merely trying to 
make objections. 

Professor Butler proposed that the matter 
be referred to the Local Government Depart- 
ment for decision. 

The Chairman said that the objection was 
not that the public were forbidden or that 
the Council had anything to hide, but that it 
was not fair to impose such extra work on 
the Clerk, who had already more work than 
he could do. |

DEALING WITH THE 


YOUNG OF FENDER, 


WOMAN MAGISTRATE’S 
VIEWS. 
oe 
How young offende~s should be dealt with 
by magistraves was the subject of an in- 
teresting address which was given to the 
members of the Dublin Rotary Club yester- 
day, at Clery’s Restaurant, by Mrs. C. F. 
Rackham, who is á magistrate, a member 
ot the Poor Law Guardians, and ‘a Town 
Councillor of Cambridge. As a magistrate 


for nearly eight years, her experience had | 


taught her, she said, that there was no part 
of a magistrate’s work more important or 
more useful than that which dealt with 
oung offenders. They had a ccurt for 
juveniles in Cambridge, and in almost all 
parts of ngland. In Cambridge the court 
was held in the magistrates’ room, and the 
youths were kept entirely away from all con- 
tact with the courts in which adults were 
dealt with. Even the polico-officers were in 
plain clothes, in order t make the atmos- 
phere less formal than that of the other 
courts. we public were excluded, and the 
papers did not report the names or the 
addresses of the offenders. There was always 
a woman magistrate present. 

There was a .cat reduction in the number 
of juvenile offenders brought hefore the 
courts. For instance, last year the number 
in all England was 27,000. In 1913 the 
number was 37,000. In Cambridge last year 
there were only twenty-nine cases, and the 
majority of them were boys.

probation. Probation officers were ap- 
pointed to look after young offenders, to 
correct them, and to teach them how to use 
their leisure time. One condition, among 
others, was tha’ if a boy or girl stole any- 
thing he or she had to make restitution. 
That appealed to their sense of justice, and 
ninety per cent. of the cases were a great 
success. 

Another salutary rule was that con- 
victions '” should not be recorded against the 
young offenders, because a conviction might 
stand in the way of a boy or girl later in 
life. In the ‘eighties of the last century 
the punishment inflicted on young offenders 
was very severe, and served in most cases 
only to harden the boy and lead him to evil 
ways afterwards. 

In England a great deal of attention had 
been given to the subject of juvenile 
offenders. In this connection she felt that 
she should pay a tribute to Ireland, for when 
a committee was set up to inquire into the 
subject they had to come to Ireland for a 
chairman, and they chose Sir Thomas 
Moloney. The report made by the committee 
was of very great importance, interest and 
value. One of its recommendations was that 
young a from sixteen to twenty-one 
years of age should not be sent to prison. 
But there was a great dea] yet to be done in 
order to prevent juveniles from taking the 
downward steps. 

WOMEN MAGISTRATES. 

The Rev. Canon Crozier, moving a vote of 
thanks to Mrs. Rackham, said that the sub- 
ject was one that interested them all, and 
the clergy, perhaps, more than the laity. 
He was delighted to hear of the tremendous 
improvement that had been made in England 
in the matter of dealing with juvenile 
offenders. It was a great thing that they 
had proceeded so far as to have women 
magistrates, for they understood the child 
mind better than men did. He thought 
thet the probation system was absolutely 
essential in this country, and that the making 
of restitution for stolen articles was a step 
in the right direction. Above all, the pre- 
vention of crime was most important, and one 
of the best agencies in that regard was the 
Boy Scouts or the Boys’ Brigade, which 
gave the youths something to do in their 
leisure time. 

Mr. R. J. Kelly, K.C., seconding, said that 
he appreciated the compliment paid to Sir 
Thomas Moleney by Mrs. Rackham,

FAMILIES FORCED FROM 
THEIR HOMES. 


The heavy rainfall for some weeks past 
has caused the overflow of the Upper Bann 
and Lough Neagh, and the country has been 
flooded to an extent that has been unknown 
ior many years. 

In the townland of Derrytrasna, six miles 
from Lurgan, many families have had to 
flee from their homes when the floods sn 
vaded them, and seek shelter from relatives 
and friends in adjoining townlands. Amongst 
them are the families of Thomas John Don- 
nelly, Hugh Donnelly. Dan Conway, Thorsts 
‘daff, David McDonald, aad Ellen 
Breev. Martha Haughin, who is ill and 
had her house flooded, has been removed to 
the Lurgan Infirmary. Some of the houses 
which: are surrounded by the flood have 
had their gables cracked. Wherever it was 
possible, all caitle and fowl] have been re- 
moved from the flooded area. Around the 
abandoned houses may be seen stacks of turf, 
and hay and straw, all standing several feet 
in the water. 

The road at the Lough Neagh shore in 
this district has been submerged in many 
places for considerable distances and badly 
washed away. The Lough itself is several 
feet higher than its normal winter level. 

‘the road in Derrytagh South, in the same 
district, is flooded on each side of the police 
barracks, and from Derrytrasna to the má 
foot—a stretch of a couple of miles, the road 
is also deeply flooded, and farmers and 
others are at their wits’ ends to reach either 
Portadown or Lurgan.

The arguments concluded in the appeal 
brought by the plaintiffs in the case of 
Sheridan and others v, the Hibernian Bank 
from a decision of Mr. Justice O'Byrne, 
sitting, without a jury, in the High Court, 
in favour of the defendants, and judgment 
was reserved.

Meath, and Francis Sheridan, 
Cannestown, both farmers, executors of 
Julia Sheridan, deceased, and Bridget 
McKeever, spinster, Kilmessan, sister of de 
ceased woman, agai. st the Hibernian Bank 
for a declaration that the plaintiffs, Thomas 
and Francis Sheridan, the executors, were 
entitled to be paid £2,800 and interest, the 
amount of a deposit receipt dated July a, 
1925; for an account of the moneys on foot 
of that sum, with interest; for payment of 
the amount found to be due; and, alterna- 
tively, for £3,000 damages for negligence 
and breach of duty on the part of the de- 
fendants. 

The plaintiffs’ case was that the defen. 
dants negligently and wrongfully paid the 
roceeds of the moneys deposited by Julia 
heridan and the plaintiff, Bridget McKeever 
(sister), to Timothy C. Crinion, solicitor, 
Navan, a customer of the defendant bank. 
on the alleged authority of a letter of 
Bridget McKeever, which authority, it was 
alleged, was forged.

The arguments had not concluded when 
the Court rose, and the further hearing of 
the appeal was adjourned till this morning.

LIQUIDATOR’S PAYMENT. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

In the matter of the Companies Acts and 
the Gaelic Co-Operative Printing, Publish- 
ing and Trading Society, Ltd., Dublin, 

Mr. James Henry. R.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. James O'Connor and Co.) applied on 
behalf of the official liquidator for an order 
for payment to him of £439 10s. Od., as fees

Counsel said that the amount collected 
from the contributors and the debtcers, and 
the realisation of the assets, except what was 
coming from the sale of the premises in 
Middle Abbey street to the bank for £1,000, 
was £716. and the amount in hand was £742.

Replying to the judge, who referred to the 
amount claimed by the liquidator, Mr. Henry 
said that, although the company was a small 
company, it had contributors from all over 
the United Kingdom, and Mr. Swain, liqui- 
dator, had considerable labour in reaching 
those people. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—What was the 
amount of the debts due by the company?” 
Mr. Henry said that they were about 
£9,000 odd. The aggregate amount due 
from the contributors was £716 lds. 6d., 
and there was a sum of £296 irrecoverable. 
The amount available from the assets of the 
company was £742, and the sum of £1,000 
for the premises in Middle Abbey street was 
payable to the bank.

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KILLED BY RAIDERS.

MEMORIAL TO A GALLANT 
BANK MANAGER. 


In ‘the presence of a crowded congregation, 
which included Mr. J. Milne Barbour, Minister 
of Commerce for Northern Ireland; directors 
of the Ulster Bank, Limited, and branch 
managers. a tablet was unveiled in Moy 
Presbyterian Church on Sunday to the 
memory of Mr. Thomas Mitchell, a native of 
Culrevog, Moy, who, while manager of the 
Tullamore branch of the Ulster Bank, was 
killed by armed raiders on órd July, 1922. 

Mr. J. Milne Barbour, addressing the con- 
gregation, said that he had known the de- 
ceased man and had in him a firm friend. The 
representatives of the Ulster Bank desired to 
pay a special tribute to the family of a man 
acknowledged devotion to duty cost 
him his life. In May, 1921, Mr. Mitchell, 
who had been manager of the Tullamore 
branch since 1892, was wounded by a revolver 
shot during a raid on the bank. On that 
occasion, unarmed as he was, he offered such 
@ courageous resistance to the band of raiders 
that they were foiled in their attempt to rob 
the bank, and finally retreated from the 
premises 

Mr. Mitchell was granted a donation of 
£250 by the directors for his courageous con- 
duct, and had three months’ leave of absence 
from duty to enable him to recover from his 
wound. During this leave the directors urged 
on Mr. Mitchell the advisability of his agree- 
ing to being transferred to another branch. 
To this, however, he would not assent, stating 
that the raiders were strangers to Tullamore 
and that he wished to carry on his work 
there. where the neople were his friends. 

On 3rd July, 1922, a band of armed raiders 
forced their way into the Tullamore bank 
oftice, and, with levelled rifles and revolvers, 
called on Mr. “Mitchell to hand over the keys 
of the safes. On his refusing to do so he was 
shot dead by a rifle bullet while gallantly de- 
fending the property ot the bank entrusted to 
his charge.

AN IRISH GLOZEL. | 


BACK TO PALEOLITHIC AGE. 


ENGLISH SCLENTISTS’ 
CLAIM.

_ Something akin to the Glozel controversy 
is just now ‘“‘raging’’ between English 
and Irish scientists. Historically our 
grievances are all against England, but 
it would appear that England has risen 
scientifically to defend us against durselves. 
Several English scientists claim thet we 
had Paleolithic being. 

Last summer Mr. J. Reid Moyer and 
Mr. Burtchell published a letter in 
Nature claiming to have discovered at 
Rosses Point, in Co. Sligo, several sites 
of the age known to archaeologists as “ The 
Mousterian.’’ Now it happens that this 
Mousterian culture belongs to the Paleo- 
lithic period. No traces of that age, say 
Irish archeologists, have been found in 
Ireland previous to this discovery in Sligo 
by Englishmen. The earliest Irish 
remains of human existence hitherto known 
or acknowledged belong to the Neolithic 
Age, the New Stone Age. 

The ‘sites discovered by the English 
archeologists consist of a cave, a rock 
shelter and a deposit of boulder or glacial 
clay, and we are told that in all these sites 
chipped stones were found which the Eng- 
lish scientists assert are of human manu- 
facture and of the Mousterian Age. This 
assertion is the cause of the trouble. 

Professor McAllister and other Irish 
archeologists do not accept the statements 
of the English scientists. These Irishmen 
state that after a very careful examination 
of the sites in the County Sligo they are of 
opinion that the cave and other things 
seen by the English archeologists are of 
quite recent origin. They do not allege 
that the Englishmen have in Sligo perpe- 
trated a fraud such as is alleged in the case 
of Glozel, but they assert that the 
‘““archeological discoveries’’ of these 
Englishmen are not of more ancient origin 
than a hundred years ago. 

The implements which the English 
scientists have produced, their Irish 
confreres allege, are not of human manu- 
facture. They say that these objects came 
into existence as the result of the natural 
chipping of stones on exposed sea beaches. 

So far the Irish have carried the day, 
for there has been some modification in 
the English position. In the latest pro- 
nouncements in Nature—signed by several 
leading archeologists—the opinion has been 
expressed that, while it is still held that 
the objects found in Sligo are of human 
manufacture, the question of age is now 
reserved. The -controversy has, in fact, 
arrived at a deadlock. Fortunately, the 
possibility of a solution is within view. 
It is hoped to arrange that a number of 
distinguished Continental archeologists 
shall visit the County Sligo and endeavour 
definitely to decide the issue. 

Dr. Praeger and another gentleman, 
with whom these matters were discu 
in the Royal Irish Academy, were good 
enough to demonstrate the Irish scientists’ 
case by means of some authentic stone 
implements made by prehistoric men for 
cutting and boring. They stated that the 
characteristics of manufacture by pressure 
were lacking in the Sligo finds. 

Asked if there was absolute evidence 
that the accepted prehistoric implements 
had indeed been manufactured by pressure 
applied by human agency, they replied :— 
‘* Undoubtedly. We have evidence of it, 
even up to date.”’ 

They told of a Pacific aboriginal dis- 
covered on a sea shore making a typical 
prehistoric arrowhead out of the washed- 
up end of a ginger-beer bottle. :

HOW THE FREE STATE 
FARMERS CAN HELP. 


Doctor James Ryan, Alderman R. Corish, 
T.D. (Mayor), and Mr. Denis Allen, T.D., 
addressed a large public meeting in Wexford, 
which was convened by the Gaelic League, 
for the purpose of urging the necessity of 
supporting irish produce and home-manu- 
factured goods. 

Dr. Ryan said that if they were a sensible 
people there would be no necessity for the 
appeal on behalf of Irish goods, as it should 
be apparent to everyone that if the Irish- 
made articles were bought, the money re- 
mained at home. 

Alderman Corish quoted official statistics 
of the huge amounts of money leaving the 
country for goods which were being produced 
in the Free State, equal in value and as 
cheap in price. While he admitted that 
there were a great many thirgs which could 
be done for the unemployed, he could not 
forget that the unemployed, and the em- 
ployed, were also in a position to help them- 
selves in the “matter of solving that problem 
by insisting on the purchase of Irish-made 
goods from their - shopkeepers. 

Referring to agricultural machinery im- 
ports, Alderman Corish aid that in 1925 
£300,000 worth of foreign-made machinery 
was brought into Ireland. The position in 
that regard was not as bad; but for the nine 
months of last year the amount of money 
sent out of the country for agricultural 
machinery was £154,823. If the farmers of 
Ireland though. a little more about the plain 
people of Ireland, and purchased the 
machinery manufactured in Wexford, which 
was second to ' one, there would not be a 
man idle to-day in Wexford. He had it 
from the managements of the three Wexford 
foundries that they were able to sell their 
machinery as cheaply as any imported 


| machinery. 


Mr. Allen proposed a series of resolutions 


'in favour of the objects of the meeting. 


The Rev. Dr. Bastable, seconding, said 
that they must have been appalled by the 
figures given that night at the downright 
selfishness and stupidity of the people in not 
supporting their own manufactures and 
products.

I see that the Marchioness of Aberdeen 
and Temair is to be offered the Freedom 
of Edinburgh. So much has happened in 
Ireland in recent vears that it seems more 
like forty years than fourteen since the 
Aberdeens occupied the Viceregal Lodge. 

I remember a good story told about Lady 
Aberdeen just before the war, when she 
was conducting. her famous’ tuberculosis 
campaign. A young Frenchman, bolding 
a travelling scholarship. arrived in Dublin 
with many jetters of introduction, among 
vernzg one to Lady Aberdeen. He 
went out to the Viceregal Lodge, presented 
credentials, and was 
drawingroom to await the 
Excellency.

Mr. Ormsby-Gore, who is about to visit 
the Malay State and other outlying 
Imperial sessions, is already well 
travelled.

As a son-in-law of Lord Salisbury he 
may be said to belong to what used to be 
called “ the governing families,” but he 
has personal qualities which make him 
independent of bis widespread relation- 
ships. Chief among them is a ready sense 
of humour. Unfortunately, from the 
point of view of political advancement, 
though of no other, he is the heir to a 
peerage—that of Harlech—and, therefore, 
doomed to exile, sooner or later, from the 
House of Commons. Otherwise it could be 
confidently predicted that he would go a 
long way up the Ministerial ladder. 


Shrovetide. 


The proposed fixed date for Easter would 
have the effect of making Shrove Tuesday 
a fixed festival also; as well as other 
festival days which are at present move- 
able and which depend upon the date of 
Easter. Shrove Tuesday, which is the 
seventh Tuesday before Easter, may fall 
as early as the órd of February, but such 
an early occurrence is' rare, and the last 
day before Lent comes seasonably enough 
this vear. 

Shrove Tuesday was in former times 
made the occasion for much merry- 
making, diversified with many curious 
sports and customs, most of which have 
disappeared. Men ate and drank, and 
“abandoned themselves to all kinds of 
sportive foolerv,’ as an old writer 
remarks, on that day. It used to be a 
great holiday for apprentices in London, 
who were allowed much licence on the 
occasion and distinguished themselves in 
many a brawl. They even went the length 
of marching in a body and presenting 
their grievances and ramonstrances before 
the Bar of the House of Commons. 

Cock-fighting. was a favourite sport, 
which intoxicated the people on Shrove 
Tuesday. Though this “cruel sport: was 
legally prohibited under Edward III. and 
Henry VIIT., yet the latter monarch took 
pleasure in witnessing cock-fights, and 
even James T. delighted in them. Among 
other popular amusements, the game of 
football was held in great favour, and was 
engaged in with great spirit in almost 
every town and village. being plared 
usually in the streets. Shrovetide merryr- 
making still persists on the Continent of 


Europe.

| Music in Belfast. 


The Belfast Musical Competitions are 
fortunate in having as their Honorary 
Secretary Mrs. James Harper, to whom 
the success of these festivals is largely 
due. Herself an accomplished musician, 
she is deeply interested in the develop- 
ment of song in all 
its branches, as well 
as in the _instru- 
menta] sections of the 
art. In the building 
up of this great 
Organisation her ser- 
vices have been in- 
valuable. 

Twenty years ago 
Mrs. Harper guided 
its infant steps, and 
ever since she has 
been closely associated 
With its growth. On 
her the burden of 
. work fell,, and she 
discharged her voluntary duties with de- 
votion and selflessness, evidently inspired 
by a splendid vision of the expansivs. of 
musical culture’ in Belfast, with ta 
elevating influence on the community as 
a whole. 

Mrs. Harper has found her reward in 
great achievement, gained after many 
hopes and fears. In 1909 there weye only 
ten classes, all choral, and thirty-eight 
individual competitors. This year the 
classes number 125 and there are 4,130 
individual competitors. The financial 
figures are also interesting. Last year 
almost £200 was received in entrarice fees, 
and ‘£400 was paid for admission to the 
competitions and concerts. In the first 
year the figures were £4 10s. and £11 6s.

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FURNISHINGS. 
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(By GERALD BARBOUR.) 
DUMAUIES are useful to the shop- 


windows and thereby make a brave and 


actual stock. But the tradesmen are not 
to enjoy a monopoly; for it is reported 


in Britain are making dummies 4 national 
fashion. : | 

Houses are smaller, and consequently 
many of the pleasant old features of our 
homes are impossible. Others are out-of- 
date because they have been superseded by 
new inventions; yet we are loth to part 
with their familiar forms. Now hundreds 
of thousands of dummy, or imitation, 
furnishings for the homes of Britain are 
being made and are in great demand. 

Gas and electric fires, being convenient 
and clean in use, have been used by people 
satisfied with the conventional smal] 
patterns. Now, however, they are clamour- 
ing for those which are made to look and 
burn like the old coal’ fires. 

A builder recently wondered why it was 
that nearly seventy houses erected on an 
adjoining estate sold) so much morte 
speedily than his-own. Upon ‘investigat- 
ing he discovered that the women liked 
gas fires in imitation opeu grates which 
bis rival had ‘installed. Electric fires 
which have the appearance of a pile of 
blazing logs aré another innovation which 
is proving immensel¥ popular. 

An amusing, but rather embarrassing, 
situation arose on a garden city estate, 
and for a while caused something. Bike a 
crisis. A company had installed a very 
up-to-date and economical system of heat- 
ing by radiators, but, while hundreds of 
prospective tenants came to view the 
houses, there were few buyers. It was 
decided to send a tactful letter to all 
previous applicants inviting any sugges- 
tions for improving the new houses. Of 
those who responded eighty per erent. com- 
plained that there were no fireplaces. Tle 
company could not scrap the system of 
heating which it had adopted, but at once 
made artificial fireplaces with dummy 
grates that occupiers could fill as they 
chose. The device proved successful. 


WIDELY POPULAR. 


There is a little touch of human vanity 
about another dummy which is widely 
popular. If we call our little house '' The 
Oaks ’’ or “ Ivied Towers,’’ it is, perlaps, 
natura] that we should try to live up to 
our romantic nature. Alas! we cannot all 
afford real old grandfather clocks; but the 
mnaker of dummies has now come to the 
rescue. After all, a great many of the old 
clocks do not go, and visitors are seldom 
so rude as to ask questions. The imita- 
tion crandfatber clocks are cases and faces 
only, but they have a realistic air vi 
antiquity in their finish. : 

Electric lighting in the form of imita- 
tion candles is not the cheapest style of 
installation by any means. It has been 
used for drawingroom mantelpiece lighte 
and dainty dinner table effects, or in 
stately mansions where massive can- 
delabra have been adapted to the modern 
mode. It seems, however, that in some 
rural] districts where electricity has been 
introduced, dummy ¢andles have had to be 
installed to overcome local prejudices. 

A woman electrician, who has been 
\respensible for numerous country plants, 
found that older folk had an uncenguer- 
able objection to the usual] bulbs and 
shades. Even when imitation candles were 
iprovided they had critics. She “was 
frequently asked whether she could not fix 
lsome candles that could be blown out!

‘It would be so easy for the cynic to 
dismiss. some of the. domestic dummies 
niw popular as owing to their favour to 
mpre spobbishness; but this would be 
unjust. May there not be a romantic 
gn ag hidden in most natures? Surely 
this is the most plausible explanation for 
the growing use of imitation tapestries. 
— 4 whole wall space is covered by a 
patent process with a picture reminiscent 
of Merrie England, and it has the appear- 
ance of a complete and beautiful tapestry. 
Yet. the cost is little more than that of 
wall paper. 

Tt was less than five years ago that a 
pioneer firm started to introduce this 
idea of dummy tapestries for British 
homes, and there are now no less than 
seven firms in the country meeting the 
steadily growing demand. Therefore. 
while some of the dummy innovations 
which are popular are obviously made for 
show only, quite a number satisfy artistic 
longings and do help to make the Briton's 
little house something like a castle; but 
it is not substantia] as the British spirit

MASS PRODUCTION AND COSTS 


“Modern Workshop Equipment and Prac- 
tice ’’ was the subject of a paper which was 
read by Mr. E. ©. Bredin, NLIALE.. at a 
meeting of the Engineering and Scientific 
Association of Ireland, held last night in the 
Physics Theatre, University College, Dublin. 
Modern workshop practice and equipment, he 
said, were governed largely by the mass and 
nature of work to be turned out, as these 
settled the vital question, of economical adop- 
tion of modern mass production machinery, 
which, in turn, greatly affected the produc- 
tion costs. Given the necessary volume of 
work, the engineer reduced his costs to a 
minimum by scrapping inefficient machines, 
providing facilities for handling materials, 
co-relation of work done by machines, ar- 
ranged with due regard to their inter- 
dependence, simplification and standardisa- 
tion of design, and the establishment of pro- 
gress and costing systems, which enabled 
him to keep his finger on the pulse of pro- 
duction. 

Mass production was no longer synonymous 
with shoddy production: it was a highly effi- 
cient output of specialised machinery and 
brains to meet public demands at the Jowest 
possible cost. , ae i 

Mr. Bredin then gave a very interesting 
description of railway practice. The equip- 
ment in the blacksmith’s shop, the boiler 
shop, the machine. and fitting shops were 
next referred to. Railway carriages and 
wagons. he seid, were produced on the mass 
production principle, and a series of slides 
were exhibited showing how the regular and 
rapid production. of wagons. was 
plished. 

A description of the carriage and wagon 
repair shop was given, and the lecture closed 
‘with a reference to the spray-painting of 
railway rolling stock, which was rapidly 
replacing the band-painting of those vebicles,

MUSICAL CULTURE. 


The Belfast musical competitions com- 
menced to-day, and there is every prospect, 
of a successful week's festival. Tbis move- 
ment has spread throughout-the province 
with astonishing. rapidity during the past 
few years, and virtyally every town-of any 
importance has now its annual. musical 
contests.. ‘The educational vatue of the 
festivals is very great, and special classes 
have been arranged for elementary 
national schools and the higher scholastic 
institutions. 

The science of proper speech is also being 
taught, and one of the most popular o 
al] the verious sections is verse-speaking 
both in sdlo and chorus. Elocution in its 
lyrical and dramatic forms finds an im- 
portant place-in the sylabus, and the 
orchestra and the grand organ are not 
forgotten, while prizes are offered for solo 
strings and wind ‘instruments. 


REMARKABLE PROGRESS. 


Remarkable progress has been made since 
the inception of the organisation about 
twenty years ago. Its pioneers commenced 
on a modest scale and the first contests 
were judzed by local’ musicians, the idea 
at that time being the teaching of temper- 
ance songs in national schools under the 
auspices of the Irish Temperance League. 
The original adjudicators were Miss 
MeKisack and Mr. F. J. Moffett,-and to 
them ts due the credit of continuing the 
scheme of competitions on a more 
ambitious scale, following the lead .of tbe 
Dublin Feois Ceoil. 

The event 1s now the most important 
musical fixture north ot- the border, and 
although its reputation may not yet be 
equal to that of its sister festival in the 
Southern capital, with its traditions of 
“reatness and national character, the day 
is coming when it will rank with any 
similar .novement anywhere. Strangely 
enough, it has been managed all along by 
amateur musicians who have been 
influenced solely by a love of their art, 
and although tentative suggestions have 
heen made by professional bodies to relieve 
them of their burden, the “old guerd ”’ 
have no intention of retiring.

TEMPERANCE BOYCOTTERS. 


Reference was made in this column last 
week to the difficult position which would 
he created *by the Irish Temperance 
Alliance in -pledging its members not to 
vote for any; parliamentary candidate who 
refuses to support local option, and it 
was suggested that moderate opinian in 


the temperance camp wonld be opposed to 


such ‘drastic action. Already there are 
signs of uneasiness amongst the rank and 
file at. what is described by them asa 


declaration of war against the Govern- 


ment; and it is stated by other temper- 
ance advocates that there seems to be no 
course open to them but to sever their 
connection with the Irish Temperance 
Alliance,.as they are convinced that the 
interests of their cause would be injured 
by turning out the present Government. 

This aspect of the case was reviewed 
here by your correspondent a few days 
ago, and the danger to the Craigavon 
régime by ill-considered . action was 
pointed out. There are hosts of temper- 
ance reformers in the North who object 
to extremists threatening the Government 
with disaster if their proposals are not 
accepted and converted into legislation, 
but they are not so nowy in their pro- 
tests Some of the moderates are even 
now suggesting that they are doubtful of 
the eficacy of local option, with the 
example of Scotland before them. 


AGRICULTURAL GRIEVANCES. 


The prevailing industrial depression 
was referred to during the week-end by 
Mr. Rowley Elliott, M.P., at a meeting 
of Tyrone farmers and ratepayers, but 
what he said, while true enough, did not 
convey much comfort to his audience. He 
said that the Government was not to 
blame, and suggested that a good dea) 
of the agricultural problem would be 
solved xf the farming community would 
put their products on the market in a 
condition that would create a demand for 
them. 

Admitting that a certain amount of ex- 
travagance existed in some Government 
departments, Mr. Elliott contended that 
they would be no better off under the 
Imperia] Parliament, and advised co- 
operation ‘as the true solution of . their 
difficulties. There may be much in Mr 
Elliott's argument. and everyone knows 
that, he has. the interests of the farmers 
at heart, but one of the principal griev- 
ances of those engaged in agriculture is 
that, while millions of pounds are ad. 
vanced on guarantee to foster industry in 
Belfast, virtually nothing is done for 
people in the country.

GENERAL MANAGER'S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. M. F. Keogh, general manager, 
Great Southern Railways, in evidence, re- 
ferred to the abnormal years since the com- 
mencement of the European war, and said 
that a remarkable instance of the prolonged 
effect oí the railway dislocation during the 
troubles in the country was to be found in 
the results following the destruction of the 
Mallow Viaduct on the Great Southern Sec- 
tion. Prior to that occurrence, he said 
that the port of Cork was the distributing 
centre for a very large area of the country, 
including the Counties of Tipperary, Lime- 
rick and Kerry, from which it was com- 
pletely severed by the destruction of the 
Mallow Viaduct. For fourteen months there 
was no means of direct railway access be- 
tween Cork and these districts, and the re- 
sult was the wholesale diversion of traffic 
which previously had passed through 
city to other ports. The company lost busi- 
ness by reason of the diversion to other 
methods of transport, while, in addition, the 
state of unemployment in Cork, and the 
detriment. caused to its commercial interests 
was reflected in the local railway receipts. 
Although the Mallow Viaduct was restored 
in October, 1923, the trade of Cork to this 
day suffers from the effects of the tem- 
porary dislocation, and some time must 
elapse before the business diverted from the 
city can be won back. 

Mr. Keogh said that this incident 
emphasised to indicate that the railway dis 
location of 4921-1923 not only affected ad- 
versely those particular years, but was still, 
and might for some time continue to be, 
felt. In deciding, therefore, what’ the 
basis for estimation of the future railway 
business should be, the company was with- 
out definite data that could regarded as 
reliable. If one were to take the carrvings 
of recent years as normal, the outlook would 
be a gloomy one, but, for the reasons men 
tioned. and in view of the nrobable efiect on 
agricultural and othe industries of the 
efforts which were being made to develop 
them, it might be justifiable to take a more 
optimistic view of the future of the [vee 
State, and consequently of the railways, than 
the far shown would seem to in 
dicate.

Recently the opportunity of securing 
a large share of the dead porl: market in 
Great Britain presented itself, and already 
the pork éxports from the Free State hegan 
to show a material while the egg 
and butter industries signs of im- 
provement. 

THE COMPANY'S POLICY. 

““In deciding upon the policy to

This serious falling off was mainly attribut- 
able to (a) the large increase in the rumber 
of privately-owned motors ; (b) competition due 
to "bus service; (c) restricted spending on 
travel by the business community and others, 
and a greater tendency on the part of those 
using the railway to take advantage of cheap 
fare arfangements. This was common to 
every railway company. 

ARRESTING THE DECLINE. 

The question of adopting means to arrest 
this loss had been engaging the serious atten- 
tion of the company, and everything that 
could practically be done in this direction 
had been carried out, or was under considera- 
tion; whilst at. the same time very full con- 
sideration had been given to the best means 
of reducing the expenditure applicable to the 
transport of passengers, in order that a sub- 
stantial reduction might be effected under 
this head, so as to gain some measure of 
relativity between the proportion of revenue 
to. be distributed by passengers and goods 
train traffc. The efforts in this direction had 
been in the nature of re steam rail 
coaches, which could be operated at a com- 
paratively low cost, and would also enable 
reductions to be made in station staffs and 
other costs. The whole position in regard to 
the operation of small branch lines was being 
explored, with a view to ascertaining how 
far further reductions could be secured. They 
should, of course, proceed cautiously with 
these experiments and be satisfied as to how 
the best results could be obtained, before 
embarking on a larger scale. In the year 
1913 large British military and police forces 
were stationed throughout the Saorstat, from 
which a large revenue ny? “ubh travel was 
derived—probably £200,000. . 

The competition in Dublin, Cork and 
Waterford suburban areas had rendered it 
necessary to seriously reconsider the fares 
chargeable for season tickets, and a new scale 
modifying the one already lodged would be 
submitted. This new scale would provide for 
lower charges for both first and third class. 
For parcels and miscellaneous traffic the 
revenue for ' A’’ year as now submitted was 
£300,000, representing ‘the approximate 
revenue on .this traffic for 1927. It was an 
increase of £117,000, or 64 per cent. over the 
average for the years 1915, 1912 and 1911. 
The traffic under this head they were con- 
fident would expand, bearing in mind the 
efforts of the Department of Lands and Agri- 
culture to develop agricultural produce, 
coupled with the prospective improvement of 
the fishing industry, which was now being 
recognised by the Department of Fisheries. 
In consequence of the embargo against the 
importation of foreign pork into Great Britain, 
the steps taken to create and develop this 
trade in the Saorstat had met with consider- 
able success, and there was every reason for 
believing that this would become an important 
industry. The total passenger train receipts 
for the ‘‘A’’ year as now submitted amounted 
to £1,510,000, being an increase of £412,000, 
or 34 per cent. over the average for the years 
1913-12-11. 

THE GOODS TRAFFIC. 

For goods train traffic the revenue for “AA” 

vear was estimated at £1,698,000, being an 
increase of £773,529, or 85 per cent. over the 
average for the vears 1915-12-11. This 
amount was arrived at as follows :—1927 
receipts, £1,607,405, increased by ó per cent. 
for improvement of business—namely, £48,222 
~and a further sum of £452,000 as the 
estimated amount derivable from re-classifica- 
tion and standardisation. Traffic under this 
head had shown substantial improvement. . In 
19135 the tonnage was 2,587,601: in 1925 .3t 
was 1,592,637; in 1926 it was 1,616,501, and 
in 1927 it was 1,730,744. The receipts were 
in 1913 £934,932, in 1925 £1,538,470, 1926 
£1.550.645. and in 1927 £1,607,409. The im- 
portant developments taking place in agricul- 
tural produce and the legislation regarding the 
butter and egg industry should lead to con- 
siderable expansion. It was also probable 
that increased business might be looked for in 
the future by the establishment and develop- 
ment of industries. 

As regards live-stock, the revenue for “‘A”’ 
vear was estimated at £525,000, representing 
an increase of £270,000, or 106 per cent., over 
the average for the vears 1915-12-11. The 
increase was calculated to derived from 
additional traffic which they hoped would be 
secured, as the industry during 1925 and 1926 
had been very .depressed, but for 1927 had 
shown considerable improvement, and they 
were justified in assuming that this improve- 
ment would continue. The action of the 
Minister for Agriculture in the improvement 
and development of live-stock breeding should 
have a beneficial effect from every point of 
view. For coal, coke and patent fuel the 
estimate for ‘‘A’’ year was £245,000. For 
other minerals the estimate was £85,000. The 
total goods train traffic for the “A” year 
was £2,543,000, being in excess of the average 
for 1915, 1912 and 1911 by £1,229,000, or 94 

cent. The freight train mileage was as 
follows :—1913; 4,111,706; 1925. 3,112,559; 
1926, 3,070,803, and 1927, 2,977,401.

LENTEN PASTORALS. 
—- @-- —— 
SUPPRESSION OF 
LITERATURE. 

The Most Rev. Dr. ( odd, Bishop ot Ferns, 

in his Lenten Pastoral says :— 
‘Of the dangerous obstacles that come to 
from without evil literature is, perhaps, 
the most perni lous. There is ho doubt ot 
the extent of the ravages of this pest, and 
though the matter has often been publicly 
ventilated there is still much to do to abate 
the injury caused by improper newspapers, 
magazines, and other publications. All who 
have parental control should be vigilant to 
see that those for whom they are responsible 
are not contaminated by reading dangerous 
and unsuitable matter. Publications such as 
these should not be taken into any good and 
respectable home.” ‘The bishop also warned 
his flox k of the evils of the dance hall. 

Like some of the other bishops, Dr. Codd 
dealt at length with the suggestions for re- 
union of the Churches. The conclusion he 
reached was that, ‘‘ It is quite impossible for 
Catholics to take part in conferences based 
upon a distinction between fundamental and 
non-fundamental .rticles of Faith, as if the 
latter were in a lesser degree articles of 
In the matter of revealed truth there 
is no place for compromise.”’ 

CHRISTIAN UNITY. 

In his Pastoral Letter the Most Rev. Dr. 
Doorly, Bishop of Elphin, said :—' From 
controversies that are being waged in. neigh- 
houring countries, and from not infrequent 
disorders in the churches, we infer that the 
descendants of those who broke away from 
the unity of the true faith in the 16th 
century are now feeling the want of a cen- 
tral teaching authority. Nor is this to be 
wondered at. They have no. authority except 
the authority of the State to specify what 
is to be believed, and what is to be rejected. 
The same want is felt in the teaching on 
important moral questions, such as marriage 
and divorce. Reunion of Christians is now 
sought, but our Holy Father, in his most 
recent Encyclical, admonishes the Bishops to 
warn their flocks against fallacious unity.’’ 

Dr. Doorly went on to stress the need for 
renewed and increased faith. the observance 
of Lent, and the suppression of evil litera- 
ture. He concluded with a warning against 
perjury, “one of the greatest crimes a 
person could be guilty of.’

“The alleged plot is a very subtle one,” 
said Mr. P. J: O'Donoghue, R.M., during 
the resumed hearing yesterday of the Belfast 
alleged conspiracy case. William and Agnes 
Walker, husband and wife, and their niece, 
Evelyn Magowan, are charged with conspiring 
to defeat the ends of justice in connection 
with the prosecution of Mrs. Whan, who was 
convicted some years ago of threatening and 
assaulting Mrs. Walker, buf was. acquitted 
on a charge of sending her poisoned cl oco- 
lates by post. 

Mr. J. Harold Totten, city analyst, pro- 
duced a parcel which had been handed to oe

of chocolates, and 

envelope, in which was a packet of p.wder. 
The box was marked, “ Received “om Mrs. 
Walker by J.H. on 25rd/5th/’23.”’ He 
analysed ‘the powder, and found it to be acid 
potassium oralati. 

Mr. Williamson—Could you give us the 
short name of that? 

Witness—Salts of lemon. 

Mr. Dougherty—Is that a poison? 

Witness—Yes. The fatal dose would be 
about half an ource. In the packet was 
about a quarter of an ounce. Small quan 
tities of the powder would not be fatal, but 
would cause sickness. The box contained 
twenty-three chocolates in all. 

Witness opened the box, exposing to view 
chocolates much the worse for age. 

He said that on cursory examination he 
found that, with the exception of one, they 
had been smeared with salts of lemon, while 
one of them had been broken and salts of 
lemon introduced. He had made a deposi- 
tion in the chocolate poisoning case. 

To Mr. Wilkinson—He had made examina- 
tions of the chocolates for Mrs. Walker. If 
a person took one chocolate he would detect 
the poison at once. He could not imagine 
anyone eating any of them. The thing was 
done very crudely. 

SISTER-IN-LAW’S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. Mary Walker, whose late husband 
was a brother of the accused, John Walker, 
gave evidence of receiving a parcel contain- 
ing chocolates and white powder. There was 
also a letter, which read :—‘* Dear Agnes,— 
I am sending you a small box of chocolates 
Don’t be afraid of them. I bought them 
myself. They are not like the last choco- 
lates you got. Don’t be afraid to eat these 
ones. Hoping you are well, from your 
sister-in-law, Mrs, Walker, Hillsborough.” 

Mr. Williamson—Is that your handwriting’ 

Witness—No, not at all. 

To Mr.. Williamson—Mrs. Agnes Walker 
and witness were then, and still were, per- 
fectly friendly. One of the letters pretended 
to come from witness, saying it was nice. 
Witness had no notion of poisoning her 
sister-in-law, and was quite friendly with her. 

Mr. O’Donoghue, R.M.—The alleged plot 
is a very subtle one. 

Mrs. Lizzie Wallace, Broniel, stated that 
she had some strychnine in the house, which 
adjoined Walker's farm, in 1922, for killing 
rats in the barn. 

Witness said that Evelyn Magowan came 
to her in October, 1922, and said that he) 
Aunt Aggie had sent her over for some poison 
as she wanted to destroy a dog that had bit 
the post girl.

Did you give her the poison?’—Yes, all ] 
had.

Did anything happen to the Walkers’ 
dog’—Yes, one died one day and the other 
the next day. 

How long was that after you gave Evelyn

Did you see the poison again?—Yes: my 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Jordan, brought the poison 
back. 

Mr. John W T. Watters, solicitor, High 
street, Belfast, with regard to a number of 
letters already exhibited in the case, said that 
he got them from Mrs, Whan. He remem- 
bered Mrs. Agnes Walkér coming to see him. 
A private detective brought John Walker and 
Mrs. Walker to his office on the 21st Novem- 
ber, 1921. He showed. them all the letters 
he had received up to that date. John 
Walker denied having written any of the 
letters, and the detective (Frank Waters, since 
dead), had seen the letters. 

Mr. O’Donoghue—You can t. tell us -what 
he said or did then? 

Witness said that when Mrs. Walker saw one 
of the letters, she said that the ring was re- 
turned by her by registered post from G.P.O., 
Royal avenue. Witness said to Waters that 
if he produced the receipt for the registered 
letter or proved to him from the books of the 
post office that a letter had been sent at that 
date, witness was prepared to drop out of 
the case. Mr. Waters said that he would 
make inquiries, but no proof “was ever forth- 
coming to witness. 

Replying to Mr. Williamson (for defendants), 
witness said that he had been in that case 
since 1921, and would continue until his client 
(Mrs. Whan) got due consideration. 

The further hearing was adjourned until

MORE EJECTMENTS. 

The Recorder of Belfast, in giving parti 
culars yesterday of the amount of work trans- 
acted in his court, pointed out that income 
tax appeals continued to grow both in number 
and size. The most important, however, from 
one point of view, were the ejectments, of 
which there were 544 in the Recorder’s Court 
and 79 in the County of Antrim, making a 
total of 623. These figures were rather larger 
than the figures of 1926. , It went to show 
that, the shortage of houses had not yet been 
overcome, while the ejectments were tending 
to rise. In 1888 there weer only twenty-one 
ejecements in the Recorder’s Court. That was 
an abnormally small year, and the normal 
pre-war figure would be about fifty. In other 
words, the ejectment business had been multi- 
plied ten times as compared with the pre 
war period. | 

Part of that was due to the shortage of 
houses and the Rent Acts. 

The criminal cases remained about the 
same. The civil business was tending to 
rise, the total for 1927 being 9,813, as com- 
pared with 9,100 in 1926, and 9,100 in the 


year before.

WOMEN AS JURORS. 


RESOLUTION AT DUBLIN 
MEETING,

“Some Experiences in Citizenship" was 
the subject’ of an address, given last night 
by Mrs. Rackham, J.P., of Cambridge, at a 
meeting of the Irish Women Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation, in the Molesworth Hall, Dublin. 

Mrs. Rackham gave a short account of the 
numerous changes that had come about with 
regard to women in local government in the 
twenty-four years during which she had 
taken part in public life. One of the most 
remarkable changes achieved in the last 
twenty to thirty years, she said, was in the 
work of the Poor Law Guardians, In her 
own experience in Cambridge the children in 
the charge of the Guardians were looked after 
in a home away from the institution, and 
attended the ordinary elementary school. 
Changes for the better had been effected in 


-the care of the sick and infirm, and an im- 


proved standard of outdoor relief had been 
established. A woman relieving office¥ in 
charge of the women and children had given 
valuable service. As matfers were now in 
Cambridge, it was difheujt to get men to 
stand for the Board of Guardians, as they 
said it was women’s work. In England and 
»Wales there were how 2,300 ' women 
Guardians. 

As members of councils 
more women on the town councils than -en 
the county councils—1,117 on tlie town 
councils and 130 on the ‘county councils. 
‘It is a very splendid thing,” Mrs. Rack- 
ham said, ‘‘to see how many women are 
promoted to the post of Mayors, the highest 
office a town can give. “There are fifteen 
women occupying that post in England.”’ 

all the changes that had come about 
in her experience, nothing was more remark- 
able than the changes in the police courts. 
To-day in Cambridge there were seven women 
magistrates, ahd a. policewoman was always 
on duty in the Court. 
JURY SERVICE. 

Speaking of women as jurors, Mrs. Rack- 
ham said that a departmental committee 
appointed by the Home Office to inquire 
into the whole subject of offences committed 
against children and young people discussed 
this problem of women as jurors. The 
committee was unanimous in the hope that 
no one presiding at a trial would ask or 
suggest that a woman juror should leave the 
Court if the case was of a painful nature. 
If the suggestion was made it made it so 
much harder for the women to remain and 
carry out their duty. ' 

Sometimes women on the jury were chal 
lenged by the prisoner’s, counsel, and had 
been replaced by men. A bill was required, 
Mrs. Rackham said, in which it should be 
laid down that if any juror was challenged, 
he or she should be replaced by a member 
of the same sex. 

'“I do not want you to think that I am 
under the impression that nothing remains 
to be done,” Mrs. Rackham concluded. ‘* An 
enormous amount still remains, both in my 
country and yours as well. Greater interest 
needs to be taken by the general public in 
the elections for the local bodies. A great 
deal more education is needed on these sub- 
jects to arouse general interest, and to get 
a more intelligent electorate to understand 
the questions before them.’’ 

THE RESOLUTION. 

Mr. A. Dickie, K.C., proposed a resolution : 
“ That it is essential, pending reform in legis- 
lation, that every woman who is eligible 
should volunteer for jury service.”’ 

It was, he said, the duty of every woman 
who had a right to be on a jury to send in 
her name. If they did that they would have 
the bill amended in three weeks. In the past, 
while women had the right to go down to the 
courts, in about five cases out of ten they 
applied for leave to go home. Men objected 
to serve every day in the week,-and they 
never get off. 

When asked by a member of the audience 
why the women were allowed off, Mr..Diekie 
said “How can the men resist the women? 
A man does not cease to be a man when he 
becomes a judge.” (Laughter.) 

“The position of women is this,” Mr. 
Dickie added. ‘‘If they are to be regarded 
as in exactly the same position as a man, once 
you ask for special privileges, as women, you 
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ruin your whole case 

Mrs. Cosgrave seconded the resolution, 
saying that it was a very unifatr proposition 
to ask women to act only as voluntary jurors. 
Men -did not want to serve on juries; tf 
a voluntary panel of men jurors was asked 
for there would be equal difficultv. Women 
had been handicapped in the use of their 
civil rights and were shy about coming for- 
ward. 

Mrs. Sheehy Skeffington said that she 
hoped that Mrs. Rackham would not go away 
with the idea that women in Ireland were 
slackers. “ We felt,’’ she continued, “ that 
we were going to get complete rights, but bit 
by bit those rights have been curtailed.” 

Senator Mrs. Wyse Power proposed a vote 
of thanks to Mrs. Rackham ios her address, 
and to Sir Edward Coey Bigger, who presided 
at. the meeting. Mr. Hugh Law, T.D., 
seconded the motion, which was passed with 
acclamation.

REMARKABLE SCENES 

DUNGANNON. 

Dungannon, which has a population of 
4.000, has béen without water from the 
public supply for the past two days. It 
appears. that the annual scraping of the main 
pipe from the Cappagh Mountains to Dun- 
gannon commenced on yesterday week, but 
during the process the force of water behind 
the scraper burst in several places the pipe 
line, which was laid as long ago as 1876. 
Two of these bursts were rapidly repaired, 
but a third developed twenty feet under- 
ground at Kilnaslee, Donaghmore. 

The Town Surveyor, Mr. John Newell, 
brought out his entire staff of workmen, and 
work has proceeded continuously since last 
Wednesday, both night and day. No water 
in the circumstances could reach the service 
reservoir at. Dungannon. 

Novel scenes were witnessed last Sunday. 
Scores of dairy cattle, which | an been 
housed since the beginning oí last November. 
were driven alone the streets to obtain water 
in the rural districts. Men, women and 
children with pails, cans and even milk jugs 
made their way to the country districts to 
obtain drinking supplies. An enterprising 
milk vendor, after disposing of his milk, re- 
turned to town with a supply of drinking 
water. which he dispensed to householders at 
a halfpenny per quart.

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BUSHMILLS WHISKEY. 
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ALLEGED INFRINGEMENT OF 
TRADE MARK. 


The action pending between Samuel W. 
Boyd, Old Bushmills Distillery Company, and 
John Cosgrove, Garmoyle street, Belfast, 
was mentioned in the Chancery Court, 
Belfast, yesterday, when it came before Mr. 
Justice Wilson, by way of summons for 
leave to administer interrogatories to. the 
plaintiffs. 

Mr. James McSparron (instructed os 
Messrs. J. Donnelly and Co.), for the defend- 
ant, said that the action was for the alleged 
infringement of the plaintiffs’ trade mark. 
The plaintiffs were the owners of the famous 
Three Star Bushmills whiskey, and they com- 
plained of two things. One of these was 
that the defendant had used a label which 
was a colourable imitation of their label, and 
the other was that he had passed off other 
whiskey as their whiskey, The defendant 
asked for particulars as to when he had 
passed off this other whiskey and the plain- 
tifis ignored that request. He, therefore, 
came before His Lordship by summons for 
leave to administer interrogatories to ascer- 
tain dates and persons. 

Plaintiffs wrote a Tetter stating that if 
the defendant apologised they would be 
quite satisfied, as they did not want to be 
vindictive. The defendant replied, saying 
that what they alleged might have hap- 
pened once or twice, and if it did he was 
sorry; but in any case he did not put any 
whiskey except theirs into the bottles. The 
plaintiffs then issued a writ without any 
further notice regarding a matter which 
was stated to have occurred four months 
before. They considered that there was no 
obligation on them to give the names of wit- 
nesses.

The appeal arising out of the Workman, 
Clark case, in which the issue of 
£3,000,000 Debenture Stock was involved, 
was entered upon yesterday in the Court 
of Appeal, Belfast, before Lord Chief 
Justice Moore, Lord Justice Andrews and 
Lord Justice Best. There was a big array 
of counsel, and much public interest was 
taken in the case. 


GROUNDS OF APPEAL. 

_The appeal, which was taken by the plain- 
tiff in the action, Mr, William Urquhart, was 
from the judgment delivered by Mr. Justice 
Brown on November 21st and 24th last. 
The appellant asked that the orders made and 
judgments entered might be set aside. 

As regards the causes of action alleged in 
paragraphs two and three of the statement 
of claim (fraudulent misrepresentation), the 
grounds set forth were that there was evi: 
dence proper to be submitted to a jury as 
against the defendants, Sir John Esplen,, Sir 
George §. Clark and Charles E. Allen, in 
oer of that cause cf action, and that the 
Judge misdirected himself in law in ruling 
that Messrs. Sperling and Co. were pur- 
chasers of the Debenture stock in the state- 
ment of claim mentioned under a contract 
concluded prior to the issue of the prospectus. 
_ The appellant asked for an order that the 
judgment directed to be entered in favour of 
the named defendants in respect of these 
matters should be set aside, and that the 
defendants should pay to the plaintiff the 
costs. of that application, together with the 
plaintifi’s costs of the trial in respect there- 
| of, rendered abortive by reason of the defen- 
dants’ application for such direction; or, in 
the alternative, that the defendants, Sir 
Edward Paulet Stracey, Bart., Sir Edward 
Mackay Edgar, Edward Wilton, James 
Walter Strange, Eric Stephen A. Sperling, 
Edward Philip Andreae (formerly carrying 
on business as Sperlin and Co.), the 
Northumberland Shipbuilding Co., Ltd., Sir 
Edward Mackay Edgar and Robert A. Work- 
man, might be ordered to pay to the plain- 
tiff such costs as he might be liable to pay to 
the defendants, Sir George S. Clark, George 
Ernest Clark, Charles E. Allan and Sir John 
Esplin. 

As regards the cause of action alleged in 
paragraph four of the statement of claim 
(liability under the Companies Consolidation 
Act), the appellant sought to have set aside 
the judgment directed to be entered by the 
Judge in favour of the defendants, Sir

Edgar, Robert A. Workman and the 
Northumberland Shipbailding Co., with costs 
of that application, together with the costs 
of the trial in respect thereof, to be paid by 
the several defendants to the plaintiff when 
taxed and ascertained, and that a new 
trial might be ordered on the ground 
that the judge misdirected himself in point of 
law in holding that the prospectus dated 11th 
February, 1920, was not a prospectus to which 
the Companies Consolidation Act, 1908, 
applied. 

As regards the cause of action alleged in 
paragraph 5 of the statement of claim (Con- 
spiracy to Defraud), the appellant asked 
that the judgment directed to be entered by 
the judge in favour of all the defendants 
(save Mr. Frank Workman), with costs in 
respect of that cause of action, should be set 
aside with costs of that application and of the 
trial in respect of that cause of action to 
be paid by the defendants to the plaintiff, 
and that a new trial might be ordered on the 
ground that there was evidence proper to be 
submitted to the jury as against all the 
defendants in respect of such cause of action. 
and that the judge wrongly directed corre- 
spondence that was evidence against the 
defendants, 


COUNSEL'S STATEMENT. 


Mr. E. 8. Murphy, K.C., for the plaintiff 
and appellant, said that the appeal was 
brought from certain directions given by Mr. 
Justice Brown, who tried the case with a 
special jury. The plaintiff, Mr. William 
Urquhart, is a coachbuilder in Belfast, and in 
February, 1920, he subscribed to a debenture 
issue the sum of £190 for £200 Seven per 
Cent. (Guaranteed First Mortgage Stock of 
Workman, Clark and Co. He subscribed that 
sum on the faith of a prospectus, and having 
sustained very serious loss in connection with 
the money he then subscribed he brought this 
action against several defendants seeking to 
recover damages and compensation. Messrs. 
Sperling and Co., who were defendants, were 
de.cribed as merchant bankers. Counsel said 
that he thought that was not a very accurate 
description, and their counsel admitted they 
carried on a business of a varied character. 
Other defendants were the Northumberland 
Shipbuilding Co. Sir Edward Mackey Edgar 
was a director of Sperling and Co. and also 
of Messrs. Workman, Clark and Co. Sir 
George Clark was a director of Workman, 
Clark and Co. from its incorporation in 1880 
until the 17th January, 1921. George Ernest 
Clark continued a director up to 26th April. 
All the defendants were represénted ‘in the 
action except the Northumberland Ship- 
building Co., who entered a defence, but had 
since gone into liquidation, and had now for 
practical purposes disappeared. - Mr. Justice 
Brown gave a direction in favour of all the 
defendants, except Messrs. Sperling, R. A. 
Workman, and the Northumberland Ship- 
building Co., on paragraphs 2 and 3—that 
was, fraudulent representation—on the ground 
that there was not sufficient evidence to 
connect these defendants with the making 
of representations in the prospectus. 


of other defendants in other paragraphs of 
the statement of claim. Subsequently Messrs. 
Sperling and .Co. lodged £130 in Court after 
amending the pleadings, and this sum was 
taken out by the defendant. 


THE HISTORY OF WORKMAN, CLARK. 

Proceeding, Mr. Murphy referred to the 
history of Workman, Clark. In 1918, with a 
capital of £360,000, there was a reserve fund 
of approximately £1,000,000, which showed 
how well the company had been managed. 
He said that the directors were divided into 
two groups—namely, the Clark group and the 
Workman group—and the shares held by the 
Workman group represented a slight majority 
—namely, 25,455 out of 43,000. He explained 
the purchase of the ordinary shares of Work- 
man, Clark by the Northumberland. Ship- 
building Co., and stated that the latter com- 
pany was incorporated in May, 1898. The 
capital was increased at various times until it 
stood at seven millions sterling. The trading 
profit in 1918 amounted to £454,000, but 
dropped to £171,000 in 1919, which was just 
sufficient to pay the debenture interest. A 
receiver was appointed in July, 1926, and the 
Northumberland Shipbuilding Co. then went 
into tiquidation. Mr. Maunder, who had been 
appointed liquidator, had graphically described 
in evidence that he had nothing to sell. 

Mr. Murphy then read the minutes of 
Workman, Clark, and the correspondence 
detailing the negotiations for the sale of the 
company to the Northumberland Shipbuilding 
Co., and the offer of debentures by Messrs. 
Sperling and Co., guaranteed by the North- 
umberland Shipbuilding Co. Workman, Clark 
and Co. accepted an offer of £3,456,000 made 
by Messrs. Sperling and Co., with the ap- 
proval of the Northumberland Shipbuilding 
Co., through Mr. R. A. Workman. Their 
offer was for cash, and Sir George Clark, who 
made a higher offer of £81 per share, with- 
drew it in favour of the acceptance of this 
offer. Counsel said that they never were able 
to understand why that change of front took 
place. 


THE RAISING CF THE MONEY. 


Proceeding, counsel read a number of 
letters to suggest that all the defendants 
knew how the money to pay Messrs. Work- 
man, Clark and Co. was to be raised. It was 
arranged that the money should be paid first 
by Messrs. Kleinworth and Co., bankers, and 
that they be repaid by the securities in Work- 
man Clark and Co.’s reserve fund, amounting 
to £1,600,000, which were handed over to 
another banker and sold.

Counsel commented upon the 
fact that the reserves of Workman, Clark 
and Co., which, he contended, were part of 
the security for the Debenture issue, were 
sold. None of the Debenture issue went into

So long as even a 
small minority of Irishmen has felt the 
pangs of betrayal, so long as the memory 
of hideous deeds has been kept alive, an 
element of discord has lingered in the 
relations between different classes of 
Southern Irishmen, and an element of 
embarrassment in the relations between 
the British and Free State Governments. 
If the sufferers, now to some extent re- 
established in resources and prospects, are 
able henceforward to turn their minds 
from London to the new Ireland, they and 
Ireland alike may gather gain. 


The Olympic Games. 


During July and August picked athletes 
of the civilised world will compete in the 
Olympic Games at Amsterdam. It is over 
thirty years since the modern Olympic 
Games were established in imitation of 
those of the ancient world.

The scenes on the New York Stock 
Exchange towards the end of last week 
indicate clearly that the remarkable 
prosperity: of the United States, despite 
its apparent invulnerability, is by no 
means as safe as it seems to be. On tast 
Friday somebody started a rumour in New 
York, with the result that the public, 
which has been buying stocks and shares 
of all kinds since the war, began to unload 
its holdings on the market at an unpre- 
cedented rate. In one day there was a 
depreciation of no less than £200,000,000 
in values. Some important issues fell by 
as much as five points, others by two; but 
the whole market was turned upside down, 


and before night-fall on Saturday the | 


public had sold no fewer than 2,958,930 
shares, representing in all a total of 759 
separate issues. In two hours trading 


. transactions amounted to 1,802,710 shares, 


and business was so swift that the official 
‘ ticker ” was twenty-four minutes behind 
at closing time. Nobody can account for 
this feverish anxiety to get rid of stock. 
Fortunately, leading stocks remained

The Craze for Speed. 
Fifty years ago a speed of forty miles 


an hour was regarded as something almost 
outside the range of human conception, 


and even during the first decade of the} 


rate of a mile 4 
minute was a great adventure. On 
Sunday, however, Captain Malcolm 
Campbell, a British motorist, reached a 
speed of nearly 207 miles per hour in his 
specially built motor car, the Blue Bird. 
This achievement beats all 
“records.” Last year Major 
also a British motorist, reached between 
203 and 204 miles per hour, and we have 
no doubt that before the end of 
present year, or, perhaps, twelve months 
hence, an even greater speed will be 
achieved. Last autumn, in the competi- 
tion for the Schneider Trophy, Flight- 
Lieutenant Webster, a young British 
airman, flew almost at the rate of five 
miles per minute, and the very thought of 
such speed would have terrified the souls 
of our grandfathers. The craze for speed 
has captured the imagination of the world, 
and nobody knows where it will end. 
Just as certainly as Captain “smpbell 
to-day can drive a motor car at the rate 
of more than three miles a minute, some- 
body twenty or thirty years hence will be 
doubling that speed. Since the invention 
of the steam engine speed has become a 
fetish, and the one idea of modern youth 
seems to be to get from one place to 
another in the shortest space of time. It 
is all very wonderful ; but, after all, does 
it make the world any happier or any 
wiser than it was when the greatest rate 
of speed was achieved by a good pair of

SENATOR T. M. GREER. 

The death of Senator T. M. Greer, M.A., 
D.L., Ballycastle, formerly of Ballymoney, 
Co. Antrim, took place on Sunday at Bourne- 
mouth. Mr. Greer held for 21 years the 
office of County Solicitor for Antrim, and was 
a Deputy-Lieu‘enant and Justice of the Peace 
of that county. He became a member of the 
Senate of the Northern Ireland Parliament on 
its establishment in June, 1921. 

Mr. Thomas Macgregor Greer was born in 
Dublin in January, 1853, the eldest son of the 
late Mr. Samuel Macurdy Greer, Q.C., 
formerly of Springvale, Co. Derry, and 
Gardiner’s place, Dublin, who was for a long 
period County Court Judge of Cavan and 
Leitrim, and for some-years M.P. for County 
Londonderry ‘The deceased Senator was 
educated ‘at Coleraine Academical Institution 
and at Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
graduated Master of Arts. He was 
admitted a solicitor in 1876, and commenced 
practice at Ballymoney in partnership with 
the late Mr. James Cramsie. In 1896 Mr. 
J. B. Hamilton joined him as partner, and 
thus was set up what became the well-known 
firm of Messrs. Greer and Hamilton. 

Mr. Greer’s only son, James Kenneth M. 
Greer, died of wounds received at the battle 
of the Somme, 1916.

' SCHEME. 
FINANCIAL AID FOR 
NEW ENTERPRISES. 
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Mr. Joseph N. Mullan, Vice-President | 


of the Irish-American Investors Corpora- 
tion, 57 William street, New York, has 
arrived in Dublin to make arrangements 
for carrying on business in the Irish Free 
State. 

Interviewed by an /rish Times repre- 
sentative at the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, 
he said that the capital of the corporation 
was five million dollars, all of which had 
been subscribed. The corporation’s soli- 
citors in Dublin are Messrs. Thomas J. 
McGrath and Co., of Kildare street, who 
have been acting for the concern for the 
past twelve months. The corporation was 
formed last year for the purpose of carry- 
ing on financial business in Ireland. 

‘*T am here,” he said, “ for the purpose 
of studying conditions as to the industrial 
development of the Irish Free State. We 
are prepared to invest money in any 
sound undertaking and to furnish capital 
for any suitable industry. We do not 
confine our activities to any particular 
enterprise, but we are specially interested 
in schemes for the development of the 
country’s resources. Another of our inte- 
rests is the development of direct trading 
between Ireland and America. 


TO FINANCE NEW ENTERPRISES. 

“ If a new company is being formed, we 
are prepared to take shares and shoulder 
our part of the responsibilities, like the 
other shareholders; or, if anyone comes 
to us with a sound proposition for the 
carrying on of a business which is likely 
to be a success, we are prepared to finance 
the enterprise. 

“The Shannon Scheme, I expect, will 
result in the starting of many new indus- 
tries in the country. We are chiefly inte- 
rested in undertakings of that description, 
and we are prepared to finance such enter- 
prises. W purely an American 
corporation. 

‘ First of ‘all, we intend to set up an 
advisory board in Ireland, composed of 
Irishmen of sound financia! position, 
whose names will be published in due 
course. This board will consider every 
proposition which is put forward, and, if 
approved, the application will be passed 
and forwarded to New York. Mr. K. G. 
Frank, the consulting engineer of Messrs. 
Siemens-Schuckert, New York, is one of 
the directors of the Irish-American 
Investors Corporation.’’ : 

“ AMERICAN ” HOTELS. 

‘One of the corporation’s chief pro- 
posals,'” Mr. Mullan added, ‘‘ will be for 
the erection of 2 chain of hotels, built on 
the American plan, with a view to develop- 
ing the tourist traffic between America 
and Ireland. As to where such hotels 
will be placed, nothing definite can be said 
until the whole proposition has been 
surveyed. Numerous other projects are in 
view. One is concerned with the Irish 
marble industry, for which there is a big 
demand in America; another is a scheme 
to develop the Irish fisheries, while others 
are concerned with the establishment of 
factories for the manufacture of men’s 
readymade clothing,‘ boots and shoes. etc. 
In regard to any of these, the corporation 
Is open to receive suggestions.’’ 

Mr. Mullan is an Irishman and was 
educated at St. Mary’s College.

MR. AMERY’S REPLY TO 
QUESTIONS. 

Sir W. Davison (C., Kensington) asked 
the Secretary of State for Dominion 
Affairs, in the House of Commons vester- 
day, whether he could now inform the 
House as to the result of the negotiations 
between the Bri‘ish Government and the 
Government of the Irish free State as to 
the ex-British civil servants in Souti.ern 
Ireland, some 400 in number, who were 
still waiting to retire under Article 10 of 
the Agreement for a Treaty between Great 
Britain and the representatives of the 
Irish Free State, but who were unable to 
obtain the pensions to which they were 
entitled, as the Compensation Committee 
set up to bear their applications lad not 
sat for over two years; and whether he 
was aware of the hardship which this long 
delay had occasioned to ex-servants of the 

British Crown. 

Sir W. Davison also asked the Secretary 
of State for Dominion Affairs whether his 
attention had been called to the decision 
of the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council in the case of Wigg and another 
v. the Attorney-General of the Irish Free 
State, and what action the British Govern- 
ment were taking in connection with the 
Government of the Irish Free State to 
secure the rights of former British civil 
servants in accordance with the judgment 
of the Privy Council. 

Mr. Amery (Dominion Secretary) said 
that he was sorry that at the moment he 
could add nothing to his answer on 
February 13th..

SHILLING MAY BE 
RESTORED.

A meeting of the Executive Council was 
held yesterday to discuss the business that 
will come before Dail Eireann to-morrow. 

Three bills—the Arterial Drainage 
(Minor Schemes) Bill, the Weights and 
Measures Bill, and the Local Government 
(Rates on Small Dwellings) Bill—will 
come up for second reading. The Dentists 
Bill, which will be considered on its 
fourth stage, and the Pilotage Orders 
Bill on the committee stage. These 
measures are largely non-contentious and 
should occupy little time. 

The same can hardly be said of the 
several motions which are down for carly 
debate. 

The motion on the Tariff Commission, 
which is in the name of Mr. Sean Lemass, 
and the Labour Party’s amendment 
thereto, contain material for a long 
debate, and Mr. Morrissey’s motion to 
restore the shilling to the old age pen- 
sioners will take up considerable time. 


GOVERNMENT'S ATTITUDE. 

I am informed that the Government 
may agree, to some extent at least, to 
meet the Labour Party on this question. 
In this event, there is little likelihood 
that the licensed traie will obtain 
relief in respect to the beer and spirit 
duties for which it has been so persistently 
agitating. To restore the shilling to the 
old age pensioners would cost something 
over £500,000, an additional expenditure 
which would leave little for other pur 
poses. 

It is probable that the various supple- 
mentary estimates which were introduced 
on Wednesday last will be considered by 
the Dail at once. 

I am told that the seat in North Dublin 
City, which was won by Mr. James Larkin 
at the last general election, will be declared 
vacant this week. One of the big political 
parties is preparing its plans for a by- 
election campaign in that constituency. 


NO DOUBLE DECK 
OMNIBUSES. 


PROHIBITION ORDER TO BE 
ISSUED. 

Double-deck omnibuses are to be pro- 
hibited in the Free State. 

On December 3lst last we printed a 
statement to the effect that the Free State 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health, pending the report of the Inter- 
Departmental Committee on Road Traffic, 
had consulted the Committee on the 
question of the issuing of regulations 
under the existing statutory powers con- 
cerning the use and construction of omni- 
buses and the conditions under which they 
may be used on public roads. 

We now learn that the regulations are 
about to be issued, and that they wil! 
prohibit the licensing of double-deck 
omnibuses. 

It is intimated that proprietors of *bus 
services should make full inquiry before 
they order such vehicles for use on the 
roads of the Free State. Otherwise they 
will find themselves purchasing vehicles 
which they will have no legal authority to 
run.

On the proposal of Signor Mussolini, the 
Council of Ministers has approved the new 
Bill of Electoral Reform, the principal 
characteristics of which are as follow :— The 
Kingdom of Italy shall form a single electoral 
college, and the total number of deputies 
shall be 400. Candidates to the Chamber 
shall proposed by the. thirteen large 
National Corporations in the proportion 
allotted to each and to the number of two 
candidates to each seat. se nominations 
shall be made by the National or General 
Council of each Corporation, provided that 1t 
shall have been properly elected and convened 
in Rome for the purpose. The candidates 
whose names shall be submitted are those 
who obtain the largest number of votes in the 
Council. 

The bill also provides for the nomination of 
candidates by other organisations or associa- 
tions which play an important ró(e in national 
life. The latter may submit not more than 
100 names. All names shall be examined by 
the Grand Council of Fascism, which shall 
draw up a list by free choice among the 
candidates so proposed, and, if necessary, by 
adding thereto the names of any persons of 
distinction in science, literature, art and 
politics who may not have been included in 
the lists submitted. 

The list drawn up by the Grand Council 
will then be finally submitted to the approval 
of the electora! body, who will vote “ Yes” 
or ““No ” on the printed list in ifs entirety 
submitted by the Grand Council.

AMOUNTS TO £1,000 TO BE 
PAID IN FULL. 

Sir Bastt Peto (Conservative, Barn- 
staple), in the House of Commons yester- 
day, asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
if he could make a statement as to the 
Government's decision on the recommenda- 
tions of the Irish Grants Committee. 

Mr. CHURCHILL (Chancellor of the 
Exchequer) replied:—As the House is 
aware, the British Government of 1922 
publicly stated that they could not divest 
themselves of a duty to see that claims 
to compensation in respect of injuries to 
person or property in the Irish Free State 
in the period immediately following the 
Treaty were equitably met. 

In 1926 a Committee was set up under 
the chairmanship of Lord Dunedin to 
report whether any action beyond that 
already taken should be taken by His 
Majesty’s Government. This Committee 
found that the persons who were entitled 
to rely on the above promise were those 
persons only who had suffered injuries in 
respect of their allegiance to the Govern- 


ment of the United Kingdom, and that 


that Government should take definite steps 
to alleviate to the best of their ability 
such injuries in cases where ccmpensation 
had either not been given or had been 
less than equitable. 

The Dunedin Committee further stated 
that the decision as to what grants should 
be made must rest with 
Government. who. however, should be 
assisted in the investigation of claims by 
an advisory body

These conclusions were communicated by 
Secretary of State for Dominion 
Affairs to the Committee at the time when 
iv was being set up. As the Committee 
has proceeded in its work it has become 
clear that its recommendations would con- 
siderably exceed in amount the limits 
which the Government have been led to 
assign. :

POLICY. 


LORD CUSHENDUN’S 
STATEMENT.

GENEVA, Monday. 

The sittings of the League Arbitratian 
and Security Committee began this morn- 
ing. M. Benesh (Czecho-Slovakia) pre- 
sided, and after he had delivered the 
opening address, Lord Cushendun ex- 
pounded the British view. Lord Cushen- 
dun reminded the meeting of the necessity 
of keeping well in mind the objective of 
practical measures which could smooth 
the path for a considerable degree of 
national disarmament. [Personally, he 
thought security and disarmament were 
inter-dependent, and, therefore, unless it 
was possible to arrive at some real 
measure giving greater security to nations 
than at present existed, there would be 
little hope of disarmament. 

Like later speakers, Lord Cushendun 
referred: to the suggestions that all the 
present discussions on security and arbi- 
tration were in themselves evidence of 
lack of confidence in the League and its 
Covenant, which itself had been intended 
as a form of security. He was not ready 
to accept that view, but, on the contrary, 
welcomed the remarks of the President in 
his introductory memorandum to the 
effect that the Covenant creates a measure 
of security which needs to be appreciated 
at its full value. The fact that the acts 
of the Covenant could be applied in the 
majority of cases to prevent war was a 
fundamental one to be recognised by the 
committee. Lord Cushendun also shared 
the view of the’ President, that every 
effort should be made to avoid too rigid 
a procedure. He laid emphasis on this, 
because he said he had noticed in some 
quarters an unfortunate tendency to 
desire exactly the opposite state of affairs. 

Referring to the proposal for local 
security pacts, which the President had 
stated in his memorandum must be 
regarded at the moment as the only 
practical form of supplementary guarantee 
for nations which consider that the 
Covenant is inadequate, Lord Cushendun 
said that this was a proposition which he 
entirely approved. The British Govern- 
ment thought that the Locarno treaties 
offered the best model which it could be 
hoped to follow, provided they could be 
applied to other areas. It was in follow- 
ing their example that the greatest hope 
was to be found; but, at the same time. 
16 was necessary actually to prepare a 
draft treaty, and not merely repeat a 
frequently expressed idea. 


IRISH LOYALISTS’

CONSERVATIVE MEMBERS 
SATISFIED. 


On the whole, Conservative members ex- 
press themselves as satisfied with Mr.

fact that he himself had a considerable 
share as Permanent Under-Secretary of 
State during the last few years in shaping 
the Locarno policy, which has superseded 
the old outlook and has changed the whole 
complexion of European relations, a poficy 
which, in the matter of Franco-German 
relations, has placed Great Britain in the 
position of guarantor in respect of both 
parties. 

The value of this policy to the whole of 
Europe is clear, and it is equally clear 
that for its continuance the maintenance 
and strengthening of good _ relations 
between France and Great Britain are 
required. 

‘It is to be assumed, according to the 
statement, that the appointment of one of 
the creators of the Locarno policy to be 
British Ambassador in Paris is evidence 
of Great Britain’s sincere desire to accom- 
plish this in a manner free of any 
one-sided, and especially anti-German, 
tendency.

MYSTERY OF OLD MAN’S 
DEATH 


Scotland Yard has been called to aid 
the Cornish police to find the murderer of 
Richard Roadley, an old man of 84, who 
was found dying in his house at Titson, 
near Bude, on Senin evening. Roadley 
lived the life of a recluse, but was gene- 
rous and gave freely to anyone in need. 

Coming from a Lincolnshire family, he 
had resided at a farm in the yillage up 
to a few years ago, but he sold out during 
the war and bought the cottage in which 
he met his death. 

HOUSE RANSACKED. 

The assailant must have spent some 
time in the house, for the contents of a 
chest of drawers and other pieces of furni- 
ture were strewn about the room, and 
upstairs the window was blocked with 
sheets and blankets, presumably to hide 
the light while the ransacking went on. 
There seems to be little donbt that 
robbery was the motive of the murder, 
but the fact of the £8 10s. left in a wallet 
on the chair is curious. The wallet could 
scarcely have been overlooked. 

Mr. Roadley made a hobby of buying 
silverware and other articles at sales and 
secreting it about the house and in the 
brokendown outhouses in his garden. He 
had lived in Titson for fifty years, and 
left the county occasionally to visit his 
relatives in Lincolnshire, where, it is said, 
he possessed property. 

A puzzling factor in the case is that 
no villager seems to have seen anyone 
enter or leave the cottage or to have 
noticed any strange car driving past it.

Abbey, at Ferryhill, on Thursday, and was 
remanded. 

Elliott, a native of Spennymoor, about 
three miles from Ferryhill, is an attendant 
at the Durham County Asylum at Sedge- 
field. His wife lives at Kelloe Colliery. 

The proceedings at. the police station 
before the Mayor were purely formal, 
Elliott being remanded until Wednesday. 

Upwards of six thousand people 
attended the funeral yesterday afternoon 
of Mr. Abbey, the murdered cashier. The" 
Service was held at the War Memorial in 
the village. The chief mourners were the 
Miss ; Abbey, three sisters of the dead.

All 
he could say was, that if this industry was 
going to be extinguished—and for all prac- 
tical purposes it was extinguished now by 
the refusal to consider even the report of the 
committee—not only he (the speaker) but 
every man who shared the labour and was 
essential to the experiment would have lost 
their time and their money, What was going 
to n their families now, with employ- 
ment gone? He said that they were entitled 
to consideration, if not to compensation. He 
hoped their deputies would see that they 
would get justice, and that the industry 
would not be extinguished. 

At the very first interview that he had with 
the chief of the Revenue Department he was 
told: **We are against the industry, because 
every pound of tobacco grown in Ireland dis- 
places a pound of imported tobacco: which 
cam pay more.duty.”’ 


TOBACCO GROWING DISTRICTS. 

Dealing with the population and tobacco 
culture, he said that the census returns 
showed that between 1901 and 1911 there was 
an increase in the population in the districts 
where the iobacoo crop was.

Jarratt, Comptroller-General 
of Patents, Designs and Trade Marks, to hold 
a public inquiry, under Section 19 of the 
MR Act, 1911, into the rate of royalty 
fixed by that section to be paid to the owners 
of copyright in musical works in respect of 
the making of records, for the 
mechanical performance of such works, 

The inquiry will be heid in public. 

The present position under Section 19 of 
the Copyright -Act gives manufacturers of 
records a statutory right to make records of 
any musical work on payment of a royalty, 
but this right can only be exercised with 
th. consént of the composer. 

a. question to be considered by the 
* fnember?® of the inquiry will be the rate to be 
fixed in the future, The rate has been fixed 
under the section, but composers will argue 
that it should be increased.

an Official in a supervisory capacity, it is 
suggested, would result in the eradication of 
these faults. ;

of Southern Ireland that foot-and-mouth 
disease had been reported on premises 
within one mile of the town of Wexford. 
As a precautionary measure the Ministry 
instructed all port inspectors to hold 
animals from [Ireland in the landing 
places at which Irish animals are im- 
ported into this country. When disease 
was definitely confirmed the Ministry 
passed an Order suspending all shipments 
of animals from Ireland. 

As soon as the full reports are received 
from the Irish Free State Government the 
Ministry will be able to settle from which 
ports in Ireland animals can be accepted 
for slaughter within 96 hours at those 
ports at which there is slaughtering accom- 
modation. 

Replying to Mr. T. Moles (C., Belfast, 
S.), who asked that the restrictions be 
withdrawn from the Northern ports as 
soon as this could be done safely, Mr. 
Guinness said that they were at present 
tracing the animals suspected, and they 
would not, of course, keep on these re- 
strictions any longer than was necessary.

GREAT PRECAUTIONS TO 
PREVENT INFECTION, 

Speaking at the annual dinner of the Belfast 
and District Chamber of Trade last night, 
the Right Hon. E. M. Archdale, Northern 
Minister of Agriculture, said—The outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease in the Free State is a 
bad thing, but I am glad to see that owing 
to the great precautions that have been taken 
there is no spread of the disease. I always 
like to for the English farmers, because 
whenever there is an outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease in England the first thing you 
hear is, ‘‘Oh, it has come from Ireland.’’ 
That is the greatest ‘‘ tosh ’’ in the world. 

With the exception of this outbreak last 
week we have not had foot-and-mouth disease 
in Ireland for many years, but ‘he Continent 
is rampant with it, and foot-and-mouth disease 
Is almost endemic in the countries from which 
we get most of our. chilled beef.

Information has been received in Cork that 
representatives of several bacon-curing 
factories-in England waited on officials of the 
Ministry of Agriculture in London yesterday 
to press. for a relaxation of the embargo 
against the landing of live pigs from centres 
outside the scheduled area. 

They were told that the restrictions must 
continue in force until such time as the 
Ministry were satisfied that there was no 
danger of a recurrence of the outbreak.

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CO-OPERATION WITH 
COUNTY COUNCILS, 


of Finance of Northern 
Ireland, writing to the Six County Councils 
and the Urban- District Council of Portadown, 
outlines’ a proposal of the Government for 
coping with the flooding in the Bann area. 

He refers to the work of the. Drainage 
Advisory Committee, and says that certain 
recommendations . of. that committee have 
necessitated a further examination of certain 
aspects of the scheme, which is being carried 
out with all possible speed; but, as he is most 
anxious to ensure that there shall be no delay 
after the completion of these investigations, 
he has decided that the County Councils con- 
cerned should be consulted forthwith in 
regard to those financial clauses of the report 
in which they are immediately concerned. 

The Drainage Advisory Committee state 
that, generally speaking, a Government con- 
tribution of 50 per cent., leaving 50 per cent. 
on the ratepayers, is all that should be 
expected. ‘‘We think that the peculiar 
circumstances. of this. case demand some 
special treatment,” they add. 

In view of the fact that the committee is 
unanimous in its recommendations, the 
Minister has decided to recommend. the 
Government tó accept’ the proposals of the 
committee in regard to the relative contribu- 
tions to: be made from Government funds and 
from the rates, provided that the County 
Councils and the Portadown Urban District 
Council definitely express their acquiescence 
in the contributions proposed to be levied 
from the rates. 

The Advisory Committee has suggested 
that, on a total estimated expenditure of about 
£600,000, the rates might be charged with a 
contribution of £200,000. The Minister has 
reason to believe that the expenditure will 
probably exceed this estimate, but he is ready 
to recommend the Government to proceed 
with the scheme on the following basis, 
viz. :— 

(a) The local authorities now agree to 
contribute from the rates towards the capital 
cost a sum of £200,000 as a maximum, or, in 
the event of the cost being less than £600,000, 
one-third of the total cost. 

(b) The Government advance the full 
sum, and to recoup itself in respect of the 
£200,000 by means of a sixty-year charge, to 
be met from the rates, the rating authority 
to have power to pay off the advance in a 
less "period of so desired. 

The distribution of the -eharge between 
each county and the Portadown’ Council are 
set out, from which it appears that the 
annual charge for the sixty years’ loan would 
be, in the case of County Antrim £3,144, 
County Armagh (excluding Portadown) 
£5,067, Portadown Urban “District Council 
£669. County Down £691, County  London- 
derry £1,465, and County Tyrone £1,964. 

The Councils are asked to take the matter 
into early consideration.

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COLLISION IN THE AIR. 
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FOLKESTONE, 

“ Death by misadventure’’ was the verdict 
returned at the inquest at Hawkinge, near 
Folkestone Aerodrome, yesterday, on the body 
of Pilot Officer Eric J. Watson, who was 
killed last Friday near Folkestone, when his 
machine and another, piloted by Flying Officer 
Walsh, came into collision when flying at a 
height of about one thousand feet. 

Medical evidence showed that Watson’s in- 
juries included a fracture of the base of the 
skull, fracture of the lower jaw, and fracture 
of the left fibula. There were no burns on 
the body or clothing. 

Flying Officer Walsh said that when practis- 
ing individual combat, Watson attacked him 
three times. When his machine went out of 
control ‘witness jumped. He counted eight, 
pulled the rin cord and the parachute im- 
mediately opened and acted well. He landed 
safely.

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IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


HOUSING PROBLEM. 
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RECORD” EXPENDITURE 
FOR YEAR, 
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WEST MINSTER,. Monday. 

An interesting list of questions brought a 
good number of members to the House of 
Commons this afternoon. A question ad- 
dressed by Sir Basil Peto to Mr. Churchill on 
compensation claims is mentioned elsewhere. 
The reform of the House of Lords was raised 
by Commander Kenworthy, but the Prime 
Minister said that he was not in a position 
to make a statement. Commander Kenworthy 
easked if this indicated that the Government 
had given up any intention of proceeding 
with its plans of last year, and was told 
‘* not necessarily.’’ 

The Prime Minister was asked several ques- 
tions regarding the rubber restriction scheme, 
and the report of the committee appointed to 
pursue research into the rubber industry. Mr. 
Baldwin said that no change would be made 
in the restriction scheme for three months 
in accordance with the notice issued by the 
Colonial Office on February 1st. When the 
ecmmittee reported the Government in its 
decision would pay full regard to the British 
interests involved. He promised to expedite 
the report. 

Mr. Walter Guinness made the interesting 
announcement that a quarantine station to 
enable British pedigree stock to be exported 
to the Dominions without interruption due to 
outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease was in 
course of erection at East India Dock, and it 
was hoped that it would be ready by April. 
Negotiations were taking place for the erec- 
tion of a similar station at Glasgow. 


SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATES. 

Several supplementary Civil Service Esti- 
mates were discussed in a thin house. One 
dealing. with Governnient property in 
England, Scotland and Wales, disclosed the 
fact that rising rates entailed an additional 
cost to the Treasury of £52,000. It must be 
confessed that not much sympathy was wasted 
on the Government. In fact, one of their 
own supporters, Sir Harry Cantley, expressed 
the opinion that Government property was 
very much under assessed. 

The vote was agreed to. 

The next item was in respect of a sum of 
£26,125, in connection with the purchase of 
a site at Rio de Janeiro for the erection of 
an Embassy to house our diplomatic repre- 
sentative in Brazil. At present. it appears 
the British Ambassador has to Jive in a 
rented residence, which is not considered 
compatible either with his own dignity or 
that of the country. 

Members agreed that a suitable Embassy 
building would greatly help trade between 
the two countries, and the vote was agreed 
to, 

EAST AFRICAN COMMISSION. 

So far there had been a general measure 
of agreement, but when it came to the dis 
cussion Of a supplementary vote of £2,500 
for the travelling expenses of the East African 
Commission appointed last August, there were 
signs of acute hostility on the part, of certain 
Labour members, whe saw in the appoint- 
ment of the Commission an indication of a 
determination that the former German East 
African Colonies should never be permitted 
to return to Germany. 

Commander Kenworthy put the point that 
Germany, as a merober of the bai of 
Nations, ought to be given mandatory powers 
over her former Colonies, and he was 
elaborating his argument when the Chairman 
(Mr. Hope) pulled him up with the remark 
that he failed to see any connecting link be- 
tween his speech and the vote under dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore, replying for the Colonial 
Office, regretted that the Opposition saw 
something sinister in the appointment of a 
(‘commission whose investigation he believed 
would he productive of good results. 

Commander Kenworthy on this observed 
that it looked like “dirty work.”. The Go- 
vernment was, in his view, seeking to stereo- 
type the future policy of the Colonies before 
a Labour Government had a chance of coming 
into office. 

NATION'S HEALTH. 

On a division the vote was carried by 193 
to 81. 

On a vote of £344,000 for the Ministry of 
Health, Sir Kingsley Wood explained that 
£204,000 was required in connection with 
housing and £210,000 for sickness benefit 
under the Health Insurance Acts. 

Mr. R. Lys Davies suggested that the 
increase in sickness benefits was due to the 
poverty and destitution which the Ministry 
did so little to ameliorate; while Mr. R. J. 
Meller complained of the loose system of 
issuing sickness certificates. 

This point was also emphasised by Dr. 
Vernon Davies, who said that panel 
practitioners were, after all, only human 
‘beings who had to earn their living, and, 
though the majority were honest and con- 
scientious, they were obliged to give certifi- 
cates for fear the patient should choose 
another doctor. 

Sir Kingsley Woods’s own opinion was that 
insured persons were giving more attention to 
their rights under the Act than was formerly 
the case, and consequently put forward more 
claims for benefit. He did not go so far as 
to say that all these claims were fully justi- 
fied, but the fact remained that the general 
health of the nation was extremely 
satisfactory. 

As to housing, he said that last years pro- 
gress was a “‘record” not only for Great 
Britain, but for the world. No other nation 
had expended so much money for the benefit 
of the homeless and badly housed. 

Dr. T. Watts declared that the National 
Health Insurance Act was the greatest fraud 
ever perpetrated upon the public, and sug- 
gested that the Minister of Health should 
press for its repeal. 

The vote on a division was 
205 to 79.
